i'he Crimea and desolatinna of war 
have long beeh a sUhjcci of deep regret" 
and lamentation to reflecting Christians. 
The incessant havoc of human life and 
human happiness, produced by the cue« 
tom ol' sttiling controversies by the 
sword, tntut sho4k the mind that i« no* 
dead to benevolent sympathies and deaf 
to the crlea of suffering humanity, or be­ 
wildered by some deplorable delusion. 


How great a po; tlon of the history of 
Christendom is filled With narratives of 
{sanguinary deed!,at the thought of which 
benevolence reeolls end religion weeps! 
— How have thousard* after thousand*, 
and millions after millions, bearing the 
name of c Hmis t ia n s, been sacrificed 
on the altars of military ambition and 
revenge!—How have provlncee been 
plundered and depopulated—Cities laid 
in eshes or sacked, Unoffending men* 
women and children, exposed by thou* 
sands U> indiscriminate butchery, bru­ 
tality snd insult, to gratify the savage 
and licentious passions of conquering 
and ferocious armies!—Can ahy intelli­

Must it oot fill the thind with 
astonishment, anxietv^and alarm i Could 
a spirit more hostile to the gospel hat# 
been exhibited by these nations.had they 
been aVewedly Pagans or Mahometans f 


By reflecting on the present state of 
the Christian world and the Cauaea and 
effects of war, tho members of the Mas« 
sachusetts Peace Society have been led 
to hope, that aomethlng may be done to 
correct public opinion, and at least t<* 
diminish the evile of thla scourge of na^ J 
lions end of humanity. Encouraged by 
this hope, they have been induced to 
unite their exertions in diffusing senti* 
ments of 14 Peace on earth, end good­ 
will among men.* —lu this great work 
they need, and they earnestly invite, tho - 
aid of the ministers of religion of every 
denomination. 


The objects of the society end Ih# 
means to be employed for their attain* 
ment,art atated in the Constitution^which 
will accompany this Letter. If the fol­ 
lowing inquiries and obserVatione should 
secin to imply a fault on the part of 
Christian ministers, still nothing of tho 
nature of reproach is intended. 
Many, 
who are represented in this address,have 
known by experience the power of cdu< 
cation aud ol popular custom} ahd they 
can sympathise with other*, who have 
been subjected to the same influence« 
Such candour as they need, they are dis­ 
posed to exercise. If in any instance tho 
language which may be adopted shall 
appear too strong, jrou are requested to 
iiiipute it to an abhorrence of an un­ 
christian custom, and not to diarcspcct 
towards Christian brethren.

I'bere is less 
danger that benevolent efforts will be 
regarded ee of a party character, and 
the minda of men are more tranquil and 
open lo receive the light which may be 
offered oo the.enbjeet. 


There may bo aome In our country, 
who will reluctantly part with the delu* 
aivo pleaauro, whieh they have esperi- 
oncod, in robooraing ihehr enngoinary 
deoda of valor. But wo ahould not do- 
apair of galnInK oven theee. 
They aro 
now Influenced by opinione,derlved from 
education and military habits. When 
they shall know that the morality of tho 
aplrit of War la called In question by 
many Intelligent and virtnoua men, end

It is now, however, oc* 
aa»iunally visited by cuiious tiavellers, 
and aontetimcs by men of acienco.— 
Very few pet son» who have once caat a 
glimpse into the almost boundle»» abyaa, 
cun again exercise sufflcient fortitude, 
to approach the margin of the chaam.— 
Ahnpat every one on loufcing over, in* 
vuluntaiily falla to the ground senae* 
le«s, and would inevitably be precipi­ 
tated, and dashed lo atoms, were it not 
for the mvasut'Cs of caution and aecurity 
that hitve always been deemed indispen- 
aible to a safe indulgence of the curiosi* 
ty of the visitor or spectator. Every one 
on proceeding to the spot, whence it is 
usual to gaxe over the wonderful ()ecp, 
has in his imagination a limitation gra­ 
duated by a refurcnce to difctancea with 
which his eye haa been familiar— But 
In a moment eternity, aa it were, la pre* 
sentcd to hla astounded senses } and be 
is Instantly overwhelmed. 
His whole 
system Is no longer aubject to hla voli* 
tion or his reobOM, aitd he fall« like a 
mass of lead, obcditmt only to the com­ 
mon laws of mere matter. 
He then re« 
vivea, and in a wild drilrium aurveya a 
hcrna, which, for a while, he is unable 
to define by detcriptmn or limitation.
